| love, they were startled by hearing. deep in the 


ground beneath them, an infant crying and sob- 
bing as if its heart would break. They ran in 
great haste to the village and reported what 
they had heard. All the inhabitants believed 
that it was the lost child which had been heard 
crying underground. The old chief called to- 
gether all the magicians—as is the custom to 
this day, where the Indians are not under the

With a rush on comes the leading per- 
former, carrying a magician’s little, flat rattle- 
He sits down 


how he can call up spirits of the dead, as well 
as of those yet living in the world, and that any 


- present can ask them questions and receive true 


answers thereto. He next sings a peculiar 
song, which can scarcely be understood. He 
then either goes into the lodge by crawling un- 


- der, or sits outside with the audience, throwing 
his blanket or some other clothing .over the top 
of it. 


Immediately the lodge begins to shake, 
like a creature of life with an ague chill. Then 
is heard in the lodge a sound like that of a dis- 
tant, strong wind sweeping through leafless 
trees, and intermingled with strange voices. 
When questions are asked by any one present, 
they are always answered in an unknown 


tongue ; but, luckily, among the spirits there is, 


always a special interpreter to explain what the 
spirits say. 
According to the tradition above referred to, 


= when the performance closed a party was sent

What i is Spirita se ? 


Using the term religion—in its ethical sense

REPORT OF STATE ORGANIZER. 


I was appointed State Organizer at the regular quar- 
-terly meeting of the Board of Directors held on the 
first Saturday in June, 1898. At this meeting $10 
was appropriated to begin my work. I first had printed 
a circular letter containing questions to be answered 
—enclosing copy of State ‘Constitution and By-Laws, 
and a stamped and addressed envelope for reply. Dur- 
ing the month of June, I sent out 250 of these letters, 
having first procured the addresses of4Spiritualists in 


every quarter of the State from the mailing list of the 
PHILOSOPHICAL JOURNAL. 


The replies to these letters 
brought more names and addresses, and when the Board 
mein adjourned session on the first Saturday in July, 
I had exhausted my appropriation and expended $4.50 
of my own money, for printing, typewriting, s stationery 
and postage. At this meeting $5.00 was appropriated, 
met on the first Saturday in 
August, the appropriation had been exhausted and $2 
The Board kindly appropriated $10 additional, 
every cent of which has been expended in typewr iting 


During the three months in which I have been labor- 
ing for organization, the number of replies received did 
not exceed five per cent of all the letters sent out, but 
in those which were received is contained a vast amount 
of information which will be of much value in future, 
to those who take up the work where we lay it down.

| REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 


The Board of Directors of the California State 
Spiritualists’ Association, at its regular meeting 
on March 5, 1898, appointed a Committee, con- 
sisting of M.S. Norton, B. F. Small and Wm. 
M. Rider, charged with the duty of creating a 
«Commission, z of not less than ten members, 
of either sex, to formulate a ‘‘ Declaration of 
Principles ’—the qualifications for membership 
to be ‘‘fitness for the place and ability to per- 
form the labors of a Commission of this kind.” 

This Committee met at 1429 Market St., San 
Francisco, on April 15, and unanimously selected 
the following as such Commission: Thos. G. 
Newman, J. S. Loveland, W. Emmette Coleman, 
Mrs. R. S. Lillie, Mme. Florence Montague, Mrs. 
H. E. Robinson, Mrs. Elizabeth Lowe Watson, 
M.S. Norton, B. F. Small and Wm. M. Rider.. 


This Commission met, organized and elected the i 
following officers: J. S. Loveland, President; 
M. S. Norton, Vice- President ; Thos, G. Newman, 
Corresponding Sec. ; B. F. Small, Financial Sec. 

A Sub- Committee, consisting of B. F. Small, 
M 5. Norton and T. G. Newman, was appointed 
to formulate and present a ‘ Statement of Basic 
Principles.” This Sub-Committee met once a week 
for several months, invited suggestions from 
prominent Spiritualists all over the United States, 
and then submitted a Report to the Commission, 
which it carefully considered, Section by Section, 
and after the adoption of several amendments, it 
was adopted as a whole, and the Secretary was 
instructed to prepare and present a Report to the 
California State Spiritualists’ Association, in 
annual Convention assembled, submitting the 
following ‘‘Statement of Principles ” for its con- 
sideration and adoption : 


Whereas, Spiritualists believe in liberty, and will not 
be bound by dogmatic creeds, which enslave the mind and 
destroy the spiritual nature, 

Therefore, we present to the world, instead, a simple 
statement of principles, which are susceptible of differen- 
tiation and growth, until they satisfy the minds of all 
reasonable thinkers. This statement is a concensus of 
opinion and an expression of the collective mind of the 
Spiritualists of America ; and the purpose of its adoption 
and publication is,to serve as a basis for organization 
and propaganda ; and for information to investigators and 
Spiritualists, and is subject to revision and change by the 
people—or their representatives—-assembled in an orderly 
manner for that purpose. 


1. DEFINITION. —Spiritualism is ascientific, philosophical] 
religion, and embraces the science of life, the philosophy 
of ‘existence and the religion of humanity. 

2. Lire.—Life is universal and eternal. Organi¢ Life 
manifests itself as intellect, sensibilities and will. The. 
unity of life involves that common Sympathy among men 
which creates the desire for communion with our feliows, 
and enables decarnate spirits to communicate with those 
in the flesh. 

3. Mission.—'The mission of Spiritualism in the world 
is—primarily—to establish a rational religion in the minds 
of men, founded upon the operation of nature’s laws; to 
wage an cducational warfare upon Ignorance, Supersti tion 
and all forms of Supernaturalism; and, in consonance 
with Universal Brotherhood, to establish the. solidarity of 
the human race through the ‘dissemination of a knowledge 
of man’s relation to his fellow man-—to this end, being in 
active sympathy with all genuine reforms looking to. the 
betterment of the social conditions of humanity,including 
the elevation of woman. 

4. Drrry.—Alexander Pope, the poet, gave expression to 
the most comprehensive definition of deity and man’s. 
relation | thereto, in these words: 

“All are but parts of one stupendous whole, 
Whose body nature is, and God the soul.”’ 

5. CREATION.—There are two fundamental elements in 
nature which are immortal and indestructible. They are 
called ‘‘ matter’? and ‘‘spirit.”? The various phenomena 
of the universe are differentiations of these primary 
elements. Change, adaptation, and evolution are the 
three great factors in the progressive economy of nature. 

6. PROGRESSION.——-The watchword of Spiritualism is 
« Eternal Progression. 2” This is a progressive universe; 
this is a progressive world, and man is a progressive being. 
Speculations, opinions and theories, in regard to methods, 
are of secondary importance. 

T. CONTINUITY OF LirE.—Human experience affirms, the 
operation of Nature’s laws confirms, and intelligent commu- 
nication from those who have passed through the change 
called death proves, that man has a continued, intelligent. 
existence after the dissolution of the physical body 

S. MAN’sS INDIVIDUALITY.—The paramount Fendeaey of 
evolutionary development is to the individualization of the 
human spirit as animmortal entity, and this individuality 
being attained, the soul must assume the responsibilities 
of eternal. existence, and by taking advantage of opportu- 
nities will be enabled to rise to heights of great mental 
and spiritual unfoldment. 

9, DEATH.. The physical body is the housein which man - 
lives while passing through the experience of earth-life. — 
When this is no longer babitable,he passes on into another 
sphere of existence. This change—or transition—is called 
death, and the condition in which man finds himself after 
this change, is called the spirit world. | 

10.—Sprirnir WORLD.—The spirit world is a natural state 
of existence, originated and sustained by natural law; 
including many varied conditions or spheres corresponding 
to the variant intellectual, moral and spiritual planes of 
its inhabitants. At physical death each human soul 
passes into a condition in correspondence with its degree 
of unfoldment, ethical and Spiritual ; and, under the law 
of eternal progression, through |; ‘sontinued - aspiration and 
effort, it is destined to outgrow its imperfections, and 
ever increase in goodness, knowledge, wisdom and happi- 
ness as the endless ages roll. 

11. MrpiumMs.—The agents through whom the spirit- 
: world communicates are called mediums, and may be classi- 
fied as follows: inspirational speakers. and writers; test 
mediums, or those through whom direct personal messages 
come; mediums who heal the sick thr ough spirit aid; 
physical mediums for the production of objective phenom- 
ena ; and various other classes of mediums through whom 
are produced many other manifestations on the physical 
and mental planes. . 

12. ETHICS, oR THE SCIENCE OF RiegHT Livine.—Man | 
should live right and do right because it is right, without 
hope of reward or fear of punishment. Temperance should 
Pe obser ee in all things, including speech and conduct. 

ORGANIZATION. — Spiritualist societies should be 
traced upon a spiritual basis. Character and Usefulness 
should be the qualifications for membership, and financial 
considerations should be secondary.

In 1881 I was invited to attend a circle, sup- 
posed to be of the elite class, and the medium 
could have no spirits but the best control her. 


After the usual preliminary opening the me- 


dium took her seat, but for some unknown rea- 


son she could not get under control. After 
more Singing, she was about to give up, when I 
suggested that a few in the circle should change - 
their seats, which they did, and I saw a rod ex- 
tending to the outer edge of the circle and ʻa 
very vicious-looking male ‘spirit in the center of 
the circle, apparently held there by the points 
of the rods that seemed to come within a few 
feet of each other. 

By changing some of the sitters it released 
th irit, and -he went right over and took 
complete control of the medium. I had made 
no mistake in his looks, for he commenced to 
assatl certain parties present in language that 
few, if any, of the lower class of mor tals would 
all to the surprise of those 
present. I remonstrated with him, with the re- 
sult that he controlled her hand to tear her 
dress from the neck downwards and tear up her 
handkerchief and force it down her throat. 
Then I thought it about time to interfere. My 
control lost no time in taking him away, and we 
had a very nice circle after that. 

The medium, like many others, was surprised 


: that. any spirit, but a few select ones, should 


control her. I told her I did not think any me- 
dium was exempt, unless they could first see the 
spirit who was to control, and have that one 
protect them. I shall not argue with such, as- 
the work done must speak for itself, and I could 
not with personal . interview satisfy even my- 
self—much less others—as to the character of 
the spirit influencing. A real angel—a pure 
spirit—needs no advertisement of “quality ; its 
work will tell. He was not unwise who wrote 
of some one who ‘‘ Stole the livery of heaven to 
serve the devil in,” and by this he could hardly 
have meant other than spirits. 

Let even the experienced medium be careful, 
therefore; no harm can result from it, andall 
honest mediums will be glad of anything that 
will separate the dross from the pure gold. 

But I more particularly address those, who, 
feeling assured of the desire of spirits to use 
them as instruments or mediums, are yet honest 


enough to admit that they do not fully under- 


stand the matter of mediumship—those who 
would not descend to anything of which good 
was not the ultimate object. Remember always 
that the vessel which may contain pure water 
may also contain that which is impure. 

The very constitution of being—*the peculiar 
temperament which fits for mediumship—im- 


‘plies all that is meant by that word ; it implies 


the possibility that unless the avenues of spirit 
approach are carefully guarded, some may come 
in, who are as unwelcome as would be the 
tramps and beggars of the streets to your home, 
More than this, you have known well-dressed, 
respectable appearing gentiemen or polished per- 
sons wearing the semblance of ladies to obtrude 
themselves and pass for the real thing until 
This will 
But while 
making the discovery, you may be robbed or 
dishonored. Just so with spirits seeking to 
control, who carry such‘ eharacters with them 
into the other life, they do not forget their old 
tricks; as 
There is one certain way to learn the character 
of those who approach you. In daily life you 
either expect they shall be introduced by re- 
sponsible parties, or that they shall submit 
themselves to a reasonable-examination or ceriti- 
cism ; you cannot do this at once, you: would re- 
fer the matter to a qualified friend. 

Now I make only this claim for T that 
the spirit who is my almost constant attendant, 
is one who has subjected himself to almost 
every test that could be invented, to assure that 
he has made this whole matter a close study, 


-and that he can and does detect the character of - 
. spirits who are inclined to control mortals, par- — 


ticularly such as are just venturing upon un- 
tried experiences. He promises to assist me in 
this matter, to aid in the development of medi- 
umship, and to temporarily assist both spirit

Your subject 
or your remarks may afford the occasion for 
asking questions or making remarks in regard 
to private or unimportant personal- matters, or 
repeating some scandal or ‘suspicion against

are unfounded. 

With many people, who, nevertheless, make 
themselves a nuisance by their incessant small 


talk, there is perhaps but little malice or mean- - 


They keep it up be- 
cause they have to talk, and their minds are so 
given to small matters that these absorb all the 
mental energies. They may. not be bad in their 
disposition ; “indeed, ther may have good traits,

tails is SO marked, that they become tiresome 
and provokingly annoying to one whose mind 
was formed in a larger mold and whose thought 
has a more extended horizon.
